Scattered  showers  fell  at  intervals  over  most  of  the  Southeastern  States  during  the  first  half  of  October,  There 
were  no  general  rains,  however,  to  hamper  harvesting  operations  for  more  than  a  few  days  in  any  locality  and  har- 
vesting and  ginning  .made  good  progress.    Weather  conditions  were  mostly  favorable  for  development  of  the  top  crop. 
While  the  supply  of  labor  for  harvesting  wa§  short  for  temporary  ppricds  jn  some  uoCialities  nc  acute  labor  short- 
ages WERE  reported.
